The Intent ~ purpose of the
policy is to ensure that S/M/W/AABE firms have the opportunity to oompete b City
contracts without disaimnation on the basis of~, cokJr, religkJn, natk)nal origin, age, leX
or handicap. To 8cax'npllsh to objectives of the SBEDA policy, the City has est;8)IiIhed
specific goals for local S/M/W/AABE participation in this contract.

ILBE}: a corpor8lcM"t. p61u Np, Ide proprietorship,
or other legal entity for the purpose of making 8 p~, whIdIls heedquarter8d within
Bexar County for at least one year. For a brandt omoe of a n<X1-heeclquartered
business to qualify as an LBE, the branch offl~ must be kJCS1ed In Bexar County fa-
at least one-year and employ a minimum of ten (10) residents of Bexar Coonty or
employ Bexar County residents for at least twenty-fiw (25%) of .. entire comp-.y
wotl\f\il-ce for use at the local branch oftIce.

MinorItY Business Enterortse (MBE): a sa. proprietorship, partnership, or
corporation owned, operated, and con1rolled by a m;..u.1tt group member(s) who has
at least 51% ownership. The ninority group m8nber(s) ~ have operational and
managerial control, interest in capital, expertise and -mingS caTvnenSurate with the
percentage of ownership and be legal residents or citizens of the United States or its
territories. To quaJify as an Mae, the enterprise shall be headqual'tered in Bexar
County for any length of time, or shall be doing bt.-i'I8Is in a locality or k>calities
from which the City regularty soIdts, or r8C8I\.- bids on or p~aIs for, City
contracts within the MBES's category of oontractilg for 8t '-at one Y88f'.

Woman Business EnterDrlse (WBE): a sole proprietorship, partnership, CX'
corporation owned, operated and oontroIled by women ~ haw at least 51%
ownership. The woman or women must have operational and managerial oontra.
Interest in capital. expertise and earnings commensurate with the percentage of
ownership and be legal residents or dtizens of the United States or its territories. To
qualify as a WBE. the enterprise shall be headquartered In Bexar County for any
length of time or shall be dok1g business in a Iocaity or localities fra-n whid1 the City
regulariy solidts or receives bids on CX' proposal. for. City ~trads ~n the WeE's
category d contra~ for at least or-. ye8'.

f. African-AmerIcan au_In... Ent8'Dri8. (AABE): a s~ proprietorship,
partnership, or oorporation owned, operated and controUed by an African-American
group member(s) who has at least 51% ownefShip. The African American Group
member(s) must have operational and managerial control, Inter8St in capital,
expertise and eamjngs commensurate with the percentage d ownership ~ be
legal residents or citizens d the United States or Its territories. To quaHfy as .,
AABE, the enterprise shall be headquarWed in Bexar COW1ty for any length d time
or shall be doi1g business in a k)cality or Iocalties from whid1 the City regularly
salldt!, or recetYes bids on or proposals for, CIty oontrads within the AABE's
category of contracting for at least one year.

Please note that a small business ~ be dassified in multiple categories and thus their
utilization coukj In theory be oounted in each category of goals. For example, Prime
Contractor X submits a proposal, whld1 specifies that they intend to su~tract with
Subcontractor A for 1 0% of the contrad. &Jbconb'acta" A Is certified by the City as an SBE
and MBE (a male-owned Hispanic Business owner can be certtn8d as an SBE and MaE).
Prime Contractor X also Intends to SUbc(,,1Uad with Subcon1ractor B for 13% of the
contract. Su~tractor B is C8f'tified by the City as SBE, MBE and a WBE (a f~ale-owned
Hispanic Business owner can be certified as SBE, MBE and WBE). In addition, Prime
Contractor X also InteOOs to subcontract 10% of the contract to Sub<XX1trador C-a City
certified SBE and AABE (a maie-owned African-American business owner can be certified
as both a MBE and as a AABE Business). Prime Conu wit"...x- X is also classified as a local
SBE. Prime Contractor X's compliance with the SBEDA goals under this scenario ~
be as follows:

Another example reg8d1ng oornplia~ with the policy Is as folbNs: Prime Contractor Y
submits a proposal, whid1 specifies U'a8t they intend to partner through a joint-venture
agreement wtI1 CoffVJ81Y D. Conmanv D is ceftIfted by the City as both an SBE and MBE
(a ma~ tflspanic Buslness-<:ertffled as an SBE and MBE). As part of their jolnt-
venture agreement. COO1)8ny A will perfonn on 32.5% of the contract. Prime Contractor Y
also Intends to subcontrBd 13% of tie contract wtth Subcontractor F. Subcontractor F is a
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City certified SBE/MBE/WBE and AABE business. Prime Contractor Y is also classified as
a local SBE.

Prime Contractor Y compllan~ \\ith the SBEDA goals would be as follows:

Proposals shall include a Good Faith Effort Plan (GFEP-ATTACHED). The GFEP shall
include specific documentation to utifize local, small, MBE-WBE-AABE businesses in a
percentage, which equaJs or exceeds the above goals. AnY DrODOsaI that does not
Include the GFEP and does not receive aDDrOYaI of the OFEP bv the Economic
Develooment DeDarbnent shall be declared non-resDOnslve. and excluded from
consideration.

Regional Certification Agency (SCTRCA). or as appro-..d by the City of San Antorjo
Director of Eamomic Development. can be applied towards the oontracting goals. Proof of
certificatk>n rTMJSt be submitted.
